HE first skirmish between the American people and their 
financial overlords for control of the railways of the country 


occurred Tuesday before the senate committee on interstate 
commerce. The railroads won. But it was only the first skir- 
mish, and there are plenty of real battles coming. 


The railroad owners won by a narrow squeak, by a vote of 


only 7 to 6. The first test came on the vote to end the present 
control of the railways by the government one year after the 
close of the war, and this proposal was carried by the afore- 
mentioned vote. The seven senators on the committee voted 
for the railroads, the six voted for the people. The seven are 
marked men In all America today, marked as the defenders of; 
the railroad owners, and marked as unfriendly to the interests 
of one hundred minions of people. These senators are: 


Chairman Smith and Senators Pomerene, Under- 


.• 
wood, Watson, Townsend, McLean, and Kellogg. 
The six senators who voted to continue government control 


indefinitely are also marked, marked as the enemies of exploita- 
tion of the people by the present railroad owners, marked as the 
friends of the same hundred million people, which the seven be- 
trayed. These senators are: Gore, James, Lewis, Robinson, 
Thompson and Poindexter. 


And there win be more days of reckoning for all the sena- 


tors, and all the Representatives, for this is only the beginning 
of the struggle to free the people from as unconscionable a gang 
of financial freebooters as ever disgraced America. Every mem- 
ber of Congress may as well prepare to face the music now, for 
the present control of railroads by the government will never be 
surrendered if the wishes of the people are given any considera- 
tion. Ninety per cent of the American, people are today of a 
single mind on the railroad question and that is that nothing 
short of absolute public ownership will suffice. And any man, 
set of men, political party, or faction of a party, which sets it- 
self against this current of public opinion might just as well 
close up political shop for all time to come.

WAR SUMMARY 


For the second time since the- American troops entered 


the front lines in France, their positions has been raided by 
the Germans. 


' After a violent artillery barrage .and during a heavy 


fog, 
the "enemy attacked an American position on an un- 


named sector of the French front Wednesday morning. 
Two Americans were killed, four wounded and one is re- 
ported-missing. It is believed that the missing soldier is a 
German prisoner. 


On the sector which was raided have occurred the cas- 


ualties sent out from Washington during the. last few days. 
Most of the deaths and most of the wounds were caused by 
shrapnel. 


American cannon and machine guns have replied to the 


Germans-and it. is believed their casualties equal or exceed 


' those among General Pershing's troops.' In the first raid 


on Nov. 30, American losses were three killed, five wounded 
and twelve made prisoners by the enemy. 


Throughout Germany, and especially in the industrial 


sections of the north, the strike movement is, spreading and 
more than 500,000 workmen are reported idle. Strikers and 
soldiers are reported to have collided in a suburb of Berlin 
and lives were lost. In several instances the troops are said 
to have refused to fire on the strikers. • 


Hamburg and Berlin appear to be the most seriously 


affected. 
The workers in government and private dock 


yards at Kiel have joined the movement as have more work- 
ers in the industrial cities and towns along the Ehine and in 
Westphalia. 
In the important Bavarian manufacturing 


towns of Nuremburg and Furth the workmen are out. 


Three important Berlin newspapers, including the So- 


cialist Vorwaerts, have been suppressed. The head of the 
great Krupp works and Field'Marshal von Hindenburg have' 
appealed to the workers to stay at their tasks, the field mar- 
shal declaring that the strikes must, cease. Before its sup- 
pression Vorwaerts printed an ultimatum to the government 
in which the workers demanded a general peace without an- 
nexations, amelioration of the food situation, the lessening 
of military law and the democratization of state institu- 
tions. 


British newspaper correspondents in Holland are un- 


certain whether the strike movement is real or manufac- 
tured. One says that the government is behind it in the 
hope that it will affect the entente allied countries and 
bring about peace, while another believes that the govern- 
ment desires to use the movement to break off the negotia- 
tions with-Russia. The Swiss frontier has been closed and 
it is expected there that the strike situation in Germany 
soon will reach a crisis. 


Except on the northern Italian front where the Italians 


have. enlarged their gains west of the Brenta, there has 
been no marked military activity'. '/In the capture of Col 
Del Rosso, Col de Chelle and Monte di "Val Bella', the Ital- 
ians took more than 2;600 prisoners, six guns, 100 machine 
guns and other war material. 
The Austrians have sus- 


tained heavy losses in ineffectual attempts to dislodge the 
Italians from their new positions. 
Intensive air' fighting 


continues on the western front and entente aviators are re- 
ported to have made a heavy attack on Zeebrugge, the Ger- 
man submarine base in Belgium. 


British merchant vessel losses for the last week show 


an increase over the two previous weeks. The current re- 
port of the British admiralty says that fifteen ships.'includ- 
ingnine of more than 1,600 tons were destroyed. -In each 
of the previous two weeks eight ships were lost. The ruth- 
less U-boat warfare enters upon its second year tomorrow 
without yet having, accomplished its announced purpose— 
ending the war. 
' . 


German airmen have turned their attention from Lon- 


don to Paris. , Wednesday night the French capital was 
raided by enemy airplanes for the .first time in more than 
six months. The loss of some lives and damage is reported 
b'ut full details are lacking.
